As the oldest American settlement west of the 
Rockies, Astoria offers a rich history for your 
exploration. It all began in May 1792 when 
Captain Robert Gray explored the Columbia 
River and sailed inland as far as what now is 
Tongue Point. In December 1805, Captains 

Meriweather Lewis and William Clark 
completed their heroic expedition from St. 
Louis and built Fort Clatsop where they 
wintered while preparing for the return trip. 
In March 1811, John Jacob Astor's men 
established a fur trading post on the bank of 
the Columbia River and named it Astoria. In 
the 1990's, Astoria is being rediscovered by 

tourists from around the nation. Within a 20 

mile radius, one can explore dozens of 
exciting attractions including Fort Clatsop 
National Memorial, Fort Stevens State park, 
Fort Astoria, Heritage Center Museum, Flavel 
House Museum, Columbia River Maritime 
Museum, Uppertown Fire Fighters Museum, 
Astoria Column, dozens of restored historical 
homes, the unique 4.1 mile Astoria Bridge, 
and the Sixth Street Waterfront Park 
and Observation. 

Visit the wreck of the Peter Iredale. Go 
charter fishing or clamming. Shop the 
bustling business districts. Dine in a wide 
variety of restaurants. Attend any of 
the dozens of special events that are 
scheduled throughout the year. 
Astoria, Warrenton and the 
communities of the lower Columbia River 
will make you feel more than welcome.

Coxcomb Hill, Astoria 
The Astoria Column was built in 1926 by the 
Great Northern Railway, which was at the time 
building monuments in cities all along its rail 
system. The column, 
best known of al : has 


become a symbo of the 


city ot Astoria. [he mon- 


ument was patterned alter 


Trajan's Column in 
Rome. Italian artist 
Atillio Pusterla created a 
mural which spirals up 
the outside of the 125 


foot high tower, depicting 


the history of the area 
from the primeval forest 
discovered by Capt. 
Robert Gray in 1792. 

At the base of the monu- 
ment, a large relief map, 
cast in bronze, points out 


landmarks visible on the 


surrounding countryside. 

On a clear day, the more energetic may climb 
the 164 steps of the column’s spiral stair for a 
breathtaking view of the lower Columbia River 
and the Pacific Ocean, as well as the altered 
cone of Mount St. Helens, which erupted in 
May 1980.

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Uppertown Firefighters Museum 

30th and Marine Dr., Astoria 

Fun for kids of all ages. This museum houses a 
wealth of history with an extensive collection of 
fire fishting equipment. There are hand-pulled, 
horse-drawn and motorized fire engines and an 
extensive collection of fire fishting memorabilia 
ranging from 1877 to 1963. In addition, there 
are photographic displays of some of Astoria’s 
spectacular fires. The historic 1896 building 
was designed by the famous Portland architect 
Emil Schat. The stout brick building was part 
of the popular North Pacific Brewery which was 
closed by 
Prohibition in 
1915. In 1928, 
the City of 
Astoria rebuilt 
the building as 
the Uppertown 
Fire Station 

* #2 and a wood- 
en addition was 
built right 
behind its east 


side to serve as 


the city’s Road Maintenance Shop. Uppertown 
Fire Station #2 served until 1960 when it was 
retired and the new headquarters Fire Station 
was built right behind it. In 1989 the City gave 
the building to the Clatsop County Historical 
Society for its use as a museum. Much of the 
historic equipment on exhibit was donated by 
the city.

Captain George Flavel Museum 

8th Street and Duane Avenue, Astoria

style home is on grounds covering an entire city 
block. Listed in the National Register of

_ a museum by the Clatsop County Historical 
Society since 1950. The house is a monument 
to the rich style and architecture of the 
Victorian age. The large, high-ceilinged rooms, 
with their elegant woodwork, are accented by 
furnishings, art and decor typical of the Flavel 
home a century ago. Experience the many fine 
examples of the woodworkers craft, especially 
the six hand-crafted fireplace mantels is carved 
from different hardwoods and accented by a 
special tile surround imported from cities in 
Europe and Asia. In August the Society serves 
tea and scones from two to four every afternoon 
in the elegant dining room for a nominal fee.

Ft. Clatsop National Memorial 

Six miles south of Astoria, 

off Hwy. 101 

When Captains Meriwether Lewis and William 
Clark led their Corps of Discovery here in 
1805, they built a stockade for winter quarters. 
They moved in on Christmas Day and spent 
the next three months putting up game, mak- 


ing moccasins and buckskins to replace their 


worn-out clothing and preparing for the long 


homeward journey. After departure on March 
23, 1806, the fort deteriorated quickly, but 
memory of the site was kept alive by local tradi- 
Ration los LOSS) a replica of the fort was built 
and three years later it hecame a unit of the 
National Park Service. More than 200,000 
people per year visit the fort to see the “Living 
History’ program where National Park rangers 
make candles, smoke meat, make clothing, 
build canoes, and fire flintlocks in the same 
way that expedition members did in 1806. A 
museum details the entire epic journey; a slide 
show about the trip is shown several times a 
day; and copies of the explorers’ journals are 


available for purchase.

Ft. Stevens Historical Area 

and Military Museum 

Fort Stevens State Park, Hammond 
Over 100 years ago young soldiers dressed in 
Union Blue stood watch over Fort Stevens at 
the mouth of the Columbia River. In 1897, as 
part of a nation-wide program to improve 
coastal and harbor defenses, an extensive refor- 


tification program began. Eight concrete sun

batteries were built and rifled 10 inch cannons 
installed. On June 21, 1942, Fort Stevens 


received the distinction of being the only mili- 


tary installation in the continental U.S. to be 
fired on since the War of 1812. Shortly after 
World War II, Fort Stevens was deactivated as 
a military fort. Today visitors see many military 
artifacts and interpretive displays at the 
Museum. A short movie of 10 inch suns being 
fired in 1941 is also shown. Exploring the 
abandoned sun batteries and climbing to the 
nearby commander's station for a scenic view of 
the Columbia River and South Jetty are popu- 
lar activities. During the summer, suided tours 
of the underground Battery Mishler are avail- 
able as well as a narrated tour of the fort’s 37 


acres in a 2-1/2 ton U.S. Army truck.
